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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO  S~  1911 
For  the  opening  and  extending  of  Harrison  street 
from  the  north  line  of  Grand  Street  to  the  north  right  of  way 
line  of  the  Wabash  Railroad  Company. 

RESOLVED  hy  the  Board  of  public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to 
open  and  extend  Harrison  street  inthe  City  of  FortWayne, 

Allen  County,  and  State  of  Indiana  from  the  north  line  of 
Grand  Street  to  the  north  right  of  way  line  of  the  Wahash 
Railroad  Company. 

Said  opening  and  extending  to  have  a uniform  width 
of  sixty  (60)  feet  to  he  made  hy  condemning  and  appropriating 
for  street  purposes  sufficient  tracts  and  parcels  of  land 
described  as  follows;  to-wit: 

Commencing  at  a point  on  the  north  line  of  the 
original  Grand  Street  three  hundred  and  twelve  (312) 
feet  west  of  the  original  west  line  of  CalhounStreet , thence  north 
to  the  north  right  of  way  line  of  said  company,  thence  west  on 
the  north  line  of  the  Wahash  Railroad  Company's  right  of  way 
sixty  (60)  feet,  thence  south  to  the  north  line  of  the  original 
Grand  Street,  thence  east  on  the  said  north  line  of  the  original 
Grand  Street  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

All  of  the  above  described  land  being  situated  in  the 
east  half  of  the  north  east  quarter  of  section  eleven  (11) 
township  thirty  ( 30 ),  north  range  twelve  (12)  east  of  the 
second  principal  meridian  of  Indiana.
